WHAT WILL BE THE FUTURE ROAD 
BUILDING PROGRAM CONSIST OF* 
Alabama is constructing mile after mile of improved 
"BÍBhways and, if we are forgetful of the rapidity with 
which these roads are being built and the, speed with 
which the funds for their construction are exhausted we 
may be lulled into a false sense of security, believing that 
vjwfw work.can go on indefinitely. 
uf John A Rogers, chairman of the state highway com­ 
mission, however, that the present funds available for road 
building in Alabama will not last longer than 1926. Aft­ 
er that date, unless some new plan is adopted to pro- 
ed to provide money, road building, in-so-far as the state 
is concerned, will stop, with some good roads finished 
and many bad ones left to plague us. 
Mr. Rogers says: “In 1922, the State was authorized to 
issue twenty-five millions of bonds to build roads and 


road and bridge 
will be n'pent in 
money provided, 
after 1826/’ 
What our road building plan* will be after 1826 thus 
becomes a very important question to Alabamian*. It 
unthinkable that after we hive made su<% long stride* 
in the path of progress, we would be content for .the 
good work to cense, I, 
Mr. Rogers and other prominent men of the 
state 
have suggested that the voter* consider authorizing a $75, 
000,000 bond issue, the bonds to be sold* only as rapidly 
as enough money, derived from a gasoline tax, 1* col 
lected and In the state treasury to pay the interest on the 
issues and to provide a sinking fund from which the is­ 
sues may be retired at maturity. 
The advocate* of, the new bond issue would add an­ 
other tax on gasoHne. in addition to the one which is 
now Collected and divided among the counties of the state. 
Briefly Mr. Rogers outlines the plan as follows: 
“Sec. ), 
Authorizes the State, note, hot the High­ 
way Department, to la*ue and sell the bonds. As a mat 
ter of fact, the Bond Commission, and not the Highway 
Commission sells the road bonds. 
“Sec. 2. 
Is the same as in the present bond issue. 
“Sec. 8. Provides that the bonds are .never to become 
a charge against the property taxes, but to be paid for 
by a gasoline tax. This tax is in a addition to the pres­ 
eat tax of two cents, which goes to the Counties. Nothing 
must be taken from the Counties. The present gasoline 
tax is of great benefit to all the Counties, and most of 
them could not get along without it, therefore, it must 
not be disturbed. 
* “Sec. 4. Section four sets aside fifteen million of the' 
seventy-five million to build bridges over the navigable 
rivers in Alabama. 
These rivers, the Tennessee, Coosa, 
Tallapopsa, Chattahoochie, Choc taha tchie, Alabama, Big 
bee, Warrior and Mobile bound or divide fifty of the sixty 
seven counties of Alabama. Jn the old days, when trans 
portation and taavel were largely over the waterways, 
these streams were of great benefit and the first settle 
ments of our country were ailing them. As wat^r trans­ 
portation and travel were first superceded by the railroads 
and now by the motor vehicle, the rivers rather act aa 
barriers than helpers to further development and progress. 
Where the rivers were at flood hours and sometimes days 
mss when they cannot be crossed even by ferries. Nearly 
svery one has had this experience; reaching a river when 
in flood and having to wait until'the water went down, 
jetting theré after it had been in flood and gelting stuck 
tn the mud, getting there at night to find the ferry man 
had gone%on or oppossqm hunting and having to spend 
the night in a dismal swamp as food for mosquitoes. 
“Sec. 5. Section five guarantees every county five hun­ 
dred thousand dollars as a minimum. Owing* to the lay 
of the land, mountainous or level and the character of 
the soil aljpvial or gumbo. Five hundred thousand dol­ 
lars will build just as many miles of road of the same 
type in some counties asla million dollars will in others, 
hence this provision ip needed, first to protect the poorer 
counties and to assure a system of State roads. 
^ - , 
“Sec. 6. Note carefully this section. It acts automat­ 
ically to prevent the piling of a debt on future genera­ 
tions. It states that no bonds of this issue shall ever be 
sold unless there is enough money derived from a gaso­ 
line tax already collected and in the State Treasury to 
pay the interest on the bonds and to set aside sufficient 
money to pay off the bonds when due. 
“UnddT this provision, a billion fbllars of bonds might 
be authorized but not one dollar of them could be sold 
unless tae money was on hand to take care of it. 
* 
‘^The gas tax is a fair tax, under it the traveller pays 
only for as much of the road as he uses, it appears right 
that one who rides over a hundred miles of road should 
pay twice as much as he who rides over only flity miles. 
"A* tax on gas, when the money is used to bijild bet- 
ter roajs, wilj not make gas higher but cheaper, because 
car Will go twice as far on a good road with the same 
gas as it will over a bad road.” 
Nortli Alabama will watch the unfolding of the bond 
issue plans with more than ordinary interest, not only be 
cause the Tenessee Valley would benefit, along with the 
rest of the state'in the continuation of the highway im­ 
provement work, but because the bond issue would pro­ 
vide for two bridges across the Tennessee river, one at 
Albany-Decatur and the other at Guntersville. Plans for 
« bridge hew already are declared to be well advanced, 
but it is likely the only relief from a toll bridge will come 
from the state or federal government. 
Private capital could not be expected to erect a bridge 
here artd permit its use without a charge. The cities of 
Albany and Deeatur could not do it, the counties of Mor­ 
gan and Limestone could not hold up under such a sevew 
financial strain. If there is to be a free bridge across 
the Tennessee river here, it must be paid fot by the state 
or federal highway departments. There seems to be no 
way around that. 
If a bridge is built before the funds from the propoped 
bond issue became available for a bridge here, the struc­ 
ture could be bought then by the state department, 
ment. 
The Twin Cities are very fortunate in that day and 
night ferrjr service is rendered here. All communities 
are not so fortunate, ap Mr. Rogers points out |n his an­ 
alysis of the amendment provisions, but after all we need 
a bridge. That need, which has been apparent for many- 
years, is becoming more and more acute as the highway 
travel increase*.

Britain had a good claim on Wrangell 
Island, which he predicted would proye 
an invaluable station for aerial trans­ 
portation.
